By Our Diplomatic Staff 
fpHE open trial of under- 
cover policemen accused 
of murdering Father 
Popieluszko is unique ia 
post-war Soviet-bloc history 
and a measure of the 
degree to which the Polish 
State has become account- 
able- to the nation. 

It would lie- . unthinkable for 
a similar trial to lake place 
anywhere else, in the East liloc 
except- as a showpiece lor pro- 
paganda reasons. 

Poland has emerged from 
more than a year of military 
rule and the often violent sup- 
pression of political opposition 
during which most forms of 
civil liberty were suspended, as 
a- Communist country, still .out 
of step with its allies. 

The 18-month Solidarity era 
has- left behind • a climate in 
which the State is obliged to 
acknowledge the necessity of 
bringing its most trusted ser- 
vants to account for a crime 
which in Moscow. Sofia or 
Bucharest would never even 
have been publicly announced, 
let alone publicly punished. 

It is the very nature of 
i General Jaruzelski’s relatively 
'* liberal " dictatorship that 
moved the hardline Marxist 
policemen to instigate their 
crime and led to ■ their being 
tried in public.

| While he is the most senior 
Russian to visit China since 
1969, his place in the Krcmlin- 
Peking order is not very influ- 
ential. He is chiefly considered 
as an old China band, having 
served in Peking in the 1950s. 

A normalisation of par tv rela- 
tions. frigid for two decades, 
still seems far off, particularly 
as the Chinese have declined to 
join a Moscow-sponsored world 
conference of Communist 
parties. 

In fact, the Chinese have 
used the Arkhipov trip to open 
Soviet eyes to the economic 
wonders now under way in 
China.

Before his departure after an 
eight-day stay, he had a final 
round of talks in Peking xvith 
Chinese officials, including Peng 
Zhen. head of the standing com- 
mittee of the National People's 
Congress.

Scots solicitors vote 
to allow advertising 


By TERENCE SHAW Legal Correspondent 

S OLICITORS in Scotland have voted with 
reluctance in favour of allowing individual 
advertising along similar lines to that which has 
been possible for solicitors in England and Wales 
since Oct. 1 . 

Results of a postal ballot 


among Scotland's 6,000 soli- 
citors, announced . today, 
show ' that solicitors are 
opposed by a majority of 
two-to-one to the principle 
of individual advertising. 

But faced with a clear warn- 
ing from the Government that 

it would introduce legislation 
to make individual advertising 
possible unless the profession 

changed its own rules, they 
voted six to one in favour of 
allowing individual advertising 
controlled by the profession. 


Despite the strong opposition 
in principle to individual adver- 
tising shown by the ballot, in 
which about 60 per cent, of the

profession voted, the society' 


governing countil is expected 
to call a special meeting of the 
society early in t*e New Year 
to approve the necessary rule 
changes. 

Draft rules have already

‘FEAR OF KGB’ 
KEEPS MP 
FROM RUSSIA

jflR STEFAN TERLEZKT, 
the Ukranianiborn 
Conservative MP for 
Cardiff West, said yester- 
day that he wanted more 
than an invitation from a 
Soviet Politbureau member 
before he would visit 
Siberia to see bis exiled 
father. 


“ T will take up no invitation 
to the Soviet Union unless it is 
accompanied with a guarantee 
that I would be able to leave,” 
Mr Terlezki said. 

“ I have lived in Great Britain 
much longer than in the 
Ukraine, But I would still be 
regarded as a Soviet citizen and 
I am still afraid of the KGB." 

The invitation to visit his 
father, Mr Oleska Terlezld, 80, 
came from Mr Mikhail Gorba- 
chev, Politbureau member, who 
was in Britain recently. 

Father aod son were re-united 
last October for the -first time 
since 1942, the year Stefan was 
taken from their village by the 
Nazis as a slave labourer. 

Mr Terlezki, who is wheel- 
chair bound, said after being 
embraced by his son at Heath- 
row: "Coining to Britain is like 
coming from the grave,” He re- 
turned to Russia at the expiry 
of his 28-day visa,

The insight of a vendor 


f2?PLE like me who get 
their books wrapped 

frnm Qe lL Pan S* Straight 
from the publisher tend 
not to know what makes 
people buy books. Some- 
times I think that it would 
be a good idea if all 
reviewers a ad. indeed all 
authors spent a week every 
year working in a bookshop 
so that they might see who 
buys what. 

This is, needless to say. a 
piped ream. I could not imagine 
a' hardworking bookseller wel- 
coming a tumble-fingered 
reviewer who cannot count, or. 
still, less, an author who would 
for ever he surreptitiouslv put- 
ting his book to the front of 
the shop. It would be even more 
educational for a writer and 
reviewer to go round with a 
publisher’s representative and 
see how few a bookseller orders 
iii advance of prestigious-sound- 
ing titles. 

I am not saying that the 
reviewer should only write 
about books that sell. His func- 
tion is quite different; he is 
there to assess whatever is pub- 
lished. or rather to make his 
selection from the ma?s of 
books that are published. 
Equally, the author must write 
as he sees fit. The successful 
one is someone who happens to 
write so well that he persuades 
the public to share his interests. 

Still, a visit to the market- 
place does do harm. I find the 
best way to discover what 
people actually care about 
sufficiently to hand over money 
for is to run the book-stall at 
jumble sales or, rather more up 
market, at “ fairs." 

I say “ run ” advisedly, and 
for rather selfish reasons. If 
you -are the ohap in charge, 
you' get first look at the books 
when they come in plastic bags 
or battered cardboard boxes. 
Many a corner in my library 
have I filled up with these first 
pickings. Anyway it is fun to 
manage a fully-stocked book- 
shop. if only for a day. 

The setting-up of the stall is 
the only part of the operation 
that. is really fun. Things become 
rather more hectic after that. 
The first rush, when the sale 
opens, is terrifying. The spear- 
head of it consists of the 
" pros.’ r 

_ & 

carry large battered bags ant 
dominate the- centre of your 
counter, picking up whole arm- 
fuls of books to prevent rivals 
from getting a look. They 
then scatter the rejects, up- 
setting all your careful arrange- 


After a while you can tell a 
dealer or his “runner.” They 


mcnt$, and bargain keenly for 
those selected. The ones I hate 
are those who ask: “Got any 
bindings?” I know what this 
means now: good calf or 
leather spines that can be 
ripped off to make wallpaper 
or covers for dear boxes. I 
never have any bindings. 

But I do try to oblige the 
little old lady who asks: “ Got 
any Agathas "? 1 always have, 
to start with, but they are 
always the first to go. Ten 
vears ago “ James Bond " went 
well bur he is a drag on the 
market at lOp now. Sweet-faced 
teenagers today are more likely 
to say: “Got any horror?” 

The whole day becomes 
worth while when you see some- 
one's face light up when they 
have found an old friend. I 
always feel that I ought to gift 
wrap such a book because it is 
obviously going to such a good 
home. 7 don't know whether 
this is something that proper 
booksellers feel but I do some- 
times worry about the people, 
who buy the books. Will they 
treat them kindly or jnst toss 
them aside half-read? 

Tf one has a good bookstall, 
it is fascinating to see the 
breadth of people’s interests. 
Each time I always nominate 
to mvself the book "that is least 
likelv to be sold — some ancient 
textbook or collection of Vic- 
torian - sermons; perhaps a 
book on a subject so abstruse, 
cattle rearing in Fiji, for in- 
stance, that no buyer is conceiv- 
able — and I am usually 
wrong. It goes early aqd at the 
asking price. 

Tt 'is the books that' one 
expects to go like hot cakes 
that are left oo the table at 
the end of the day. A few weeks 
ago I was confident that a' hose 
array of popular romances, 
most of them m mint condition, 
would be snapped up .at 15p a 
time. I was quite wrong : most 
of them remained unsold by 
closing time. Perhaps. Mills & 
Boon drawn . up in battalion 
strength put people off. 

The most salutary lesson J 
have ever had was a few years 
ago when I took along all the 
novels that had been submitted 
for one of the important 
literary prizes and priced them 
modestly, thinking how kind I 
was to let my customers have 
the pick of what the publishers 
at least tbou^it were the best 
novels of the year. 

Out of the 60 or 70. I sold 
just six. Even at lOp a time 
fprices arc always lower at the 
end of the sale) I could not 
get rid of them. Maybe they 


looked too smart 'and potential 
buyers thought that there must 
be something wrong with them. 
More likely it was toe terrible 
truth that despite 'the column 

S ards oE reviews they may have 
een given, “literary” novels 
tend not to sell. This is a 
chastemhg thought for a re- 
viewer. 

Still, there is one thought 
even more chastening, it is 
when someone comes up and 
says “Will I" like this?" And 
you. -suddenly realise that you 
do not know. You should do ; 
after all it is your trade. Bui 
is It? It is the function of the 
reviewer to say he thought a 
book was good or not and for 
given reasons. Whether anyone 
else would like it is beyond 
him. Still, he would be wise to 
lead the frail old questioner 
away from Norman Mailer. 

A Susan Hill’s article of Dec. 
w 15 in its reference to 
the book “ E. F. Benson ” by 
Cynthia and Tony Reavell 
should hare said it was good 
on the topography of Tilling.

MARTIN COOPER 


Revolutionary movement 


THE history of music, like 
that of civilisation itself, 
.ollows a general pattern of 
alternating growth and con- 
solidation, expansion and 
establishment. Revolutionary 
change imperceptibly slows 
down and no sooner does an 
art become static than it 
begins to invite the next 
revolution. 

In the. modern world, art 
abhors any status quo as pro- 
foundly as nature abhors a 
vacuum. We have seen it hap- 
pen in our own times, but al- 
most all makers of revolutions 
have lived to ask “what hap- 
pened to the avant-garde? ”, 
and the answer is almost 
always the same, “.if you are 
looking for the old imape- 
breakers, you’ll find them in the 
new church down the road.” 

The true revolutionaries are 
not always easy to identify, 
however. Some composers 
bailed at first as revolution- 
aries have proved in their own 
lifetime or in historical per- 
spective to have been more 


ART 


TERENCE MULLALY 


LOOKING back over 1984 
and forward to 1985 it 
is clear that- art is not only 
an accurate reflection of 
realities, economic, social 
and political, which today 
are often harsh. It is also 
an- indicator of ideals, and 
even dreams. 

That may sound old-fashioned, 
reminiscent of Ruskin : but h is 
also topical, for arguments, 
some of them Fairly ally, about 
the role of art are - among those 
that have been put forward in 
connection with the Arts 
Council's expulsion from the 
Hayward GaHery. It is one of 
the miserable events hanging 
over the arts. 

In 1985 though, the main 
worry will have less to do with 
doctrinaire considerations than 
with money. It is well to begin 
by looking back at 1984 ; some 
of its most constructive achieve- 
ments in the arts are an 
example of how much can be 
done with limited resources. 

One of the happiest things as 
we approach 1985 — and 12 
months ago it would ' have 
seemed highly improbable — is 
that detente is very much in 
the air. Here art is relevant. 
Mrs Thatcher’s visit to Buda- 
pest may well come to be 
regarded as an event of histori-

cal importance. Who early in 
the year would have suspected 
that she would be declaring 
that she. liked the man widely 
spoken of as. being Number Two 
io'Russia, and could do business 
with "him? Mrs Thatcher's sense 
Of the needs of the moment 
and Mr and Mrs Gorbachev's 
undoubted charisma are New 
Year presents not to . he 
regarded with cynicism. In 1984 
art helped to make us sensitive 1 
to them. It can do. more. 

An exhibition of ceramics 
and .textiles of the immediate 
post-Rcvolution period, sent to 
us from Russia, is among the 
most memorable exhibitions of 
1984. Tt is in Oxford now, and 
comes to London in the New 
S'car. We also saw in London, 
Oxford. Gateshead and Wolver- 
hampton. an exhibition which 
was noteworthy for several 
reasons. It was of modern Hun- 
garian medals, had been put 
together on an official level by 
the Hungarians, and was orga- 
nised by the British Art Medal 
Society and sponsored by the 
Visiting Art Unit. Both are 
organisations of Ihe sort that 
increasingly will determine the 
future of the arts. 

The British Art Medal 


Society consists of a small 
group of enthusiasts which 
publishes a journal, edited by 
Mark Jones of the British 
Museum, which has proved an 
addition to that handful -of 
periodicals, .such as The Bur- 
lington .Magazine, which 
makes life more civilised. By 
commissioning Lynn Ghadwick 
to produce his first medal, the 
society has stimulated British 
art. 

Th a year when we" have been 
celebrating the 50th anniversary 
of the British Council it is 
right that the Visiting 1 Arts 
Unit should also be remem- 
bered. It is a wonderful British 
organisation. With a tiny stall 
and funds which are minuscule 
compared with what other 
countries like France spend on 
similar ventures, it has helped 
To bring to this country' exhibi- 
tions" which are good both for 
art and for international 
relations. 

Just how expensive the arts 
can be- is shown by some of 
the high, spots of 1984. Events 
such as “Gvilta del Seicento 
a Napoli.” on in Naples until 
April 14 and arguably the 
year's greatest exhibition; two 
other most valuable Italian 


exhibitions, the Pordcnone and 
the Paris Bordoo. both over: 
the Watteau exhibition now in 
Paris; and in Britain the Royal 
Academy's Venetian and Dutch 
exhibitions: they all cost a 
frightening amount. 

In the organisation of such 
ventures, international arrange- 
ments- are one solution. Two 
of the " most important exhi- 
bitions to be held in Europe 
in 1985. the Cavallino and 
“ Caravaggio and his Time." 
are joint Italian -American ven- 
tures in Naples (the Caravag- 
gio opening on March 14 and 
the Cavallino on April 24). 
where a private foundation. 
Napoli 99, u now tackling the 
problems of that city — a remin- 
der of how much the future 
nf art depends upon private 
initiative and international co- 
operation. 

The most exciting of all' the 
events so far promised for 1985. 
the series of exhibitions devoted 
tn the Etruscans to be held in 
Florence. Siena. Arezzo, Cor- 
tona and elsewhere, will be 
sponsored by the Council of 
Europe. Enterprise on an inter- 
national level must, however, 
be supported bv the sort of 
initiative that has revived the • 
Royal Academv. If these things i 
and Mrs Thatcher's realism 
enable us to use art to advance 
international understanding,

deeply, more organically Tooted 
in the past than" they appeared 
originally. Gluck and Wagner, 
for example, were indeed re- 
formers of the opera but 
neither appears in retrospect 
as a real musical revolutionary. 
Gluck’s lyrical tragedies wire 
the novelties of the last years 
before the French Revolution, 
court-opera in its final phase, 
leading nowhere: and Wagner's 
" music of the future ” turned 
out to be a magnificent sunset 
rather than the dawn of a new 
musical era. 

The test of the real revolu- 
tionary is the radical nature of 
the questions that he asks and 
the quality and durability oF 
what he proposes to substitute, 
for the old. Debussy’s music was 
indeed revolutionary, but not 
on account of it harmony: his 
contemporary Scriabin was ex- 
perimenting at the same time 
with a similar harmonic gambit 
equally restricted in range. 

What Debussv called in ques- 
tion was something much more 
fundamental than harmonic 
colour: it was the whole con- 
ception of music as a logicallv 
articulated discourse, one of 
the basic ideas of all European 
music. When Webern extended 
this revolution to the intellec- 
tual plane, and into the linguis- 
tic field explored bv Schoen- 
berg. the first phase of the. 
20th-century musical revolution 
was complete. 

Debussy's further claim to 
true revolutionary status rests 
nn the -fact that he was the first 
European composer to regard 
oriental music as a serious art 
from which he could learn, 
rather than as an exotic spice 
or simply a musical tourist 
attraction. 


Jltravinsky is the most puzzl- 
ing case among composers 
hitherto accepted as revolution- 
aries. for his single revolution- 
ary work, the “ Sacre," though 
universally acclaimed, had no 
more than a general influence 
on his coutemporaries and fol- 
lowers. even the most admiring. 
It is almost as though Stravin- 
sky in 1915 had anticipated in 
musical terms the social and 
political revolution that was not 
to take place until four years 
later in Russia. 

Was it the shock of that 
revolution, which deprived him 
of his "home and transformed 
his whole existence, that ex- 
plains psychologically the volte- 
face in his musical develop- 
ment. tfie turning inward and 
backward of his extraordinary 
musical inquisitiveness? He 
had in fact embarked on his 
neo-classical (in fact neo- 


conservative) reaction .even. be- 
fore Mussolini came to power 
in Italy, a corresponding - neo- 
conservative reaction in- the 
political sphere. 

To explain such a volte-face 
si no pi v by the altered condi- 
tions " of the war years is too 
superficial: that Stravinsky 

was in some profound sense .a 
changed man after the 
“ Sacre.” and not just a clever 
and - original composer deter- 
mined to do something new 
is clear from the fact that with 
the “ Sacre ” something 
vanished from his music never 
to reappear except in occa- 
sional reminiscence. 

There was always some thins; 
smart about neo-classirism : it 
was essentially the music of 
an elite, cultural and/or 
social hot never purely musi- 
cal. Most of the composers 
who followed Stravinsky were 
cither weak musical personali- 
ties or else momentarily cap- 
tivated bv the neo-classical 
ideal, which formed a phase 
in tfeeir development, and no 
more. The attraction of neo- 
classicism to the general pub- 
lic lay .in the fact that it w-as 
easy to assimilate — and at a 
much deeper level easy to 
perform — compared with the 
more radical music of central 
Europe. 

Historians are beginning tn 
recognise that a great deal of 
the persistent hostility first tn 
Bartok and then much more 
seriously to the New Vien- 
nese School can be explained 
b> the often appalling quality, 
as well as the small quantity, 
of the performances which 
these works received. This re- 
mained general! v true until 
well into the 1950s and in 
many places later still. 

Pierre Boulez in France and 
William Glock in this country 
were the first to face the 
issue of the gap separating 
composer and public, to insist 
on action being taken — more 
and belter performances in 
the first instance — and thus, 
incidentally to do away with the 
siege-mentality of the ' old 
avant - garde. Contemporary 
music began to be assimil- 
ated. the old ghettos closed. 

Historically speaking, we 
might have expected now to 
enjoy a period of consolidat- 
ing the gains made during the 
years of expansion and estab- 
lishing the language Forged 
during the revolution. Musical 
evolution, however, recognises 
no historical precedents, and it 
may be welt into the next cen- 
tury' before the full effect of 
computer systems upon music 
has been realised and 
assimilated. 


CHESS

YOU COULDN’T play chess 
without bishops. I’m waiting 
for some bishop to describe the 
world championship match in 
Moscow, which started on Sept. 

9 and is still- going on, as a 
conjuring trick with, bits ol 
wood. 

Harry Golombek has remarked 
that it “ has dragged its weary 
length through what seems like 
centuries of dull chess. . . in 
its full evil splendour.’* One 
newspaper went as far as to 
sav “ Kasparov and Karpov 
have done for competitive 
chess what * Harpo * Marx did 

10 the spoken word. Tt makes 
watching shrubs grow look 
hectic and snail-racing posi- 
tively feverish.” 

Bill Hartston has launched a 
spook appeal for lively, interest- 
ing chess game scores to be 
sent to the “miserable” spec- 
tators in Moscow, suffering 
from “ chess famine.” 


So far. there have been more 
draws in succession, more 
draws overall, more games 
played and more days spent 
playing them than In any pre- 
vious official world champion- 
ship match in history. 

T recall tittle boredom over 
Alexander Alekhine - Raoul 
Capablauca in 1927, or Anatole 
Karpov-Victor Korchnoi in 
1978, matches which set up the 
records now shattered. The 
scores were 6-5 with 25 draws 
and 6-5 with 21 draws. Both 
encounters raised intense in- 
terest worldwide. 

Since Kasparov threw away 
four games out of the first nine 
through youthful inexperience, 
he has held his own in a des- 
perate rearguard action, scor- 
ing 1-1 with 24 draws. Karpov 
fearful of Kasparov's combina- 
tional skill, bas not dared albw 
the ghost of an opening but 
lacks the power, it seems, to 


cause a breakthrough himself. 
It’s diamond cut diamond. 

A chess match ' in 1840 
accepted by all to have been 
between the two best players in 
the world went on through 85 
days and nearly five months. 
The world championship had not 
been established. Louis Charles 
Mah6 de la Bourdanuais. a 
Frenchman born in Reunion, 
faced an Ulsterman, Alexander 
McDonnell. Chess docks were 
not then invented (they came 
40 years later). 

McDonnell sometimes spent 
two hours on a move. He hardly 
spoke throughout the match. 
De la Bourdonnais, on the con- 
trary, laughed uproariously 
when winning, swore foully 
when losing. gesticulating, 
burst into song and exchanged 
anecdotes with friends. He won. 

Postal games, in wbich it is 
rare to send more than one 
move at a tune, have occasion- 


ally taken half a lifetime; for 
instance “friendlies" between 
opponents continents apart 

I once started two casual 
simultaneous postal games in 
consultation with a friend 
against two other friends 
similarly consulting each other 
100 miles away. The need for 
each side to get together to 
decide on each move slowed 
the games down. 

One nf us got married. An 
other got married, slight hold- 
ups resulting. War broke out, 
but we struggled on. Then one 
of us embezzled some money 
and was sent to prison for a 
jear. That killed the match — 
just when, after about 11 \ears, 
the games were becoming really 
interesting. 

Come to think of it. aovern 
mental interference in this sport 
seems to have become quite 
common since 'then.

of star jelly; and I have known 
people living today who, on 
finding it, have presumed it 
came from outer space, since it 
Is found seemingly suddenly.

Ploughing threat 
to heritage

ARCHAEOLOGISTS are 
increasingly con- 
cerned at threats, arising 
from deep ploughing 
farming methods and 
development projects, to 
the nation’s ancient field 
sites, earthworks and bar- 
rows. 

Hundreds of unknown sires 
came to light through aerial 
photography during the summer 
drought of 1976, a bonus which 
has brought problems. 

The threats to monuments, 
both protected and unprotected, 
show no signs of dimini shin g, 
say the archaeologists. 

A survey by Wiltshire council 
archaeologists earlier this year 
highlighted the damage being 
caused to one of Britain's most 
valuable sites, Salisbury Plain, 
the main battle training ground 
for the Army. 

Working party 
The problem was drawn to 
tne attention of the Defence 
and Environment Secretaries 
and . an inter ■ departmental 
working group was subse- 
quently set up to undertake a 
study and produce recommen- 
dations: on now the .monuments 
might be better protected and 
managed. 

Dr Henry Qeere, director of 
me Council for British Archaeo- 
logy, writing in the Council's 
annual survey “ Archaeology 
iu Britain ** points out a dis- 
torting paradox. 

The reservation of this great 
concentration of monuments 
for tile use of tite Army had 
in fact had the effect of con- 
serving them more effectively 
oyer the years than the ancient 
sites on other parts of the 
chalk uplands of Wessex. ■ 

Horrifying example 

' Tbe destruction of earth- 
works of all kinds and from 
all periods on the neighbouring 
Marlborough Downs, for 

example, since the end of the

‘ Cheaper TV 
satellite ? plea

T V and Radio Correspondent 

fJTHE BBC, IT V and 
other companies in the 
joint direct broadcasting 
by satellite (DBS) project 
are pressing the Govern- 
ment for a cheaper satel- 
lite system. 

The Government has been in- 
sisting since the start of the 
project that it should use a 
British satellite system made by 
United Satellites, which com- 
prises British Aerospace, GEC- 
Marconi and British Telecom. 

Tbe cost of the three-satellite, 
three -channel system with an 
eight year life has now risen to 
nearly £640 million. 

The DBS consortium main- 
tains that this price is far too 
high when comparable American 
systems can be bad for half the 
price. So it is asking the Gov- 
ernment either to allow the 
contract to go out to inter- 
national tender or to lower 

UNISAT costs. 

The recommendation is con- 
tained in a report on the pro- 
ject drawn up for the DBS 
consortium by Granada Tele- 
vision's Andrew Quinn. 

The consortium, which also 
includes Thorn-EMI, Granada 
T V Rentals, Pearson, Virgin 
and Consolidated Satellite 
Broadcasting has agreed to pass 
die report on to the Satellite 
Board and the Home Secretary, 
and to ask Mr Quinn to con- 
tinue his progress report. 

Satellite system 

Apart from its main recom- 
mendations on the. satellite 
system, the plan foresees three 
million subscribers to the ser- 
vice by the sixth year and sug- 
gests that the cost of receiving 
equipment could fall below 
£500. 

It is also believed to recom- 
mend the extension of the life 
of the project beyond 10 years. 

No official statement of pro- 
gress was made after the con- 
sortium’s decision, but many of 
the participants are known to 
have serious reservations about 
the project. One of the major 
concerns is what programmes 
to put on tbe system to attract 
enough subscribers to make it 
financially viable.

Taking a tasteful journey around the chateaux 


That bald term hardly 
does it justice, for staying 
there is like participating 


In a country house party 
which is at once both 
grand and homely. The 
low, pink-washed chSteau 
with its square towers and 
twin turrets is one of the 
most northerly of the 
great M6doc houses and 
lies on one of the famous 
gravelly hillocks that give 
the best wine, with a sweep 
of terrace, lawn, flower- 
beds and vineyard leading 
down to the wide estuary 
of the Gironde, from which 
the wine used to be ex- 
ported direct 

Initially rather run 
down, the house was ex- 
quisitely restored in period 
style but with all modem 
amenities by Gilbeys’ 
director Martin Bamford 
who sadly died just after 
the Ecole du Vin courses 
were launched two years 
ago.

The chateau is now run 
by a French conple, who 
prepare and serve the 
sumptuous meals, and the 
very efficient English 
chatelaine, who acts as 
hostess and is cheerfully 
tolerant towards her 
guests' foibles — in ' our 
group's case, a passion for 
late-night croquet, played 
by moonlight. 

The course itself is five 
hard but very enjoyable 
days’ work, plus the first 
afternoon, when the 
leisurely drive from the 
airport via all the famous 
wine communes and with 
stops to view some of the 
grander chateaux, became 
like reading a guided, 
animated wine list The 


course is run by Peter 
Dominic's very friendly 
and quite unintimidating 
Master of Wine, Charles 
Eve, who rounded up an 
impressive bunch of lec- 
turers. 


Some talks were given 
in the chateau's own lec- 
ture-room, with tastings 
in the special room 
attached to Loudenne's 
curier (winery) and chai 
(cellar) that provided our 
first model of a working 
Bordeaux chateau. Here 
we learnt the process of 
wine making, including 
aspects of the technical 
side, the elements to look 
for in tasting a nine, care 
of the vines in the vine- 
yard and the fascinating 


history of the Bordeaux 
wine trade. founded 

mainly by English and 
Irishmen. 

We also visited other 
chateaux, making the dry 
text-book descriptions of 
the region's differing 

wines come alive — the 
austere. long-lived St 
Estephe wine of comfort- 
able Chateau de Pez, the 
aristocratic aloofness of 
premier cru Chateau 

Lafite. the softer glories 
of grand Chateau Gis- 
conrs in Margaux and a 
whole day among the 
little hills and plateaux, 
generons wines and small 
chateaux of Pomerol and 
St Emilion. 

What you do not do on 


an Ecole du Vin course is 
spend the time tasting just 
wines from great chateaux 
and great years — but that 
hardly relates to real life 
anyway. What you do. far 
more usefully, is make 
comparisons — one area 
of Bordeaux against an- 
other (all are included 
during the week), one 
chateau through ten or 
more years. Medoc wines 
from the classed lists of 
one year against another. 


is a rising star in French 
cuisine, was carefully 
matched to the chosen 
wines. 


And, in the evenings, as 
a climax to the day, came 
the rare and the great 
with dinner.

By the end of the week, 
aayone hearing chance, 
remarks at a tasting would 
have thought us the most 
pretentious crowd imagin- 
able — “ Does this have a 
red berries nose or is it 
more farmyard) 1 "” “Does 
the proportion oT new- 
wood used each year really 
show?” — but the termin- 
ology of wine becomes not 
just plausible but common- 
place when used inten- 
sively each day and we 
were all anxious to try in 
practice the theory we had 
acquired. 


One or two stars got it 
exactly right: the rest of 
us felt just guessing the 
commune or the year cor- 
rectly showed it had been 
a week well spent. Leaving 
next day was coming down 
to earth with a bump. We 
would all have liked to 
linger: some would have 
been more than happy to 
start all over again.

Certainly care is needed 
in the cities. One member 
of our party had her hand- 
bag, stolen, in Palermo and 
we met a couple whose 
car - had been burgled 
there. . 

But the Mafia are more 
of an attraction than a 
threat to the tourist. At 
least one ■ retired “ god- 
father regularly, includes 
tourist lunches on excur- 
sions to. the Mafia-domin- 
ated western hill-towns. 
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Beyond these reserva- 
tions, Sicily has many de- 
lights especially in its less- 
frequented areas. The way 
to see it is really by self- 
drive car (though there is 
a good range of excursions 
from the main tourist cen- 
tres). There are good maps 
covering the country roads 
that often lead to the most 
interesting destinations. 

As a base, I would 
recommend Taormina, des- 
pite its off-centre location 
towards the north-east 
comer of the island. Its 
fame as a resort has lasted 
most of this century, 
based largely on its spec- 
tacular site, and it is 
within easy driving reach 
,pf many. of the most in- 
teresting spots. 

Taormina lies halfway 
up a precipitous shore- 
line mountain, with the 
huge cone o£ Etna, only 
about 15 miles away and 
best seen in' the classic 
view from the town's 
Graeco - Roman amphi- 
theatre. 

The town itself is 
charming, if tonrist-orien- 
tated, and there is a 
wealth of good hotels, 
though those who enjoy 
the sea might be happier 
iu Mazzaro at tire bottom 
of the diff, from where 
you can whizz up to the 
town, by frequent cable- 
car for the princely sum 
of 60p return. 

For a real luxury sea- 
side holiday, nowhere 
could be more restful than 
the lovely old Villa Sant’ 
Andrea, with its past el- 
and-whit e-cane decor and 


beautiful antique furni- 
ture. It has a private 
beach and terraced gar- 
dens where you can eat 


Less exalted bnt ex- 
tremely comfortable is the 
Ipanema, with its rooftop 
swimming pool. Both 
hotels do good versions of 
the local, seafood-oriented 
cuisine as well as more 
international cooking. 


The obvious trip from 
Taormina is to Etna and, 
although there are fre- 
quent excursions, going by 
car is preferable because 
then you can pick your 
time and see the awesome 
mountain in suitable soli- 
tude. 

: The drive up is fascinat- 
ing because the altitude 
and effects of the frequent 
lava-Qows change the vege- 
tation from sea-level lusti- 
ness to barren tundra at 
about 6,000ft, where the 
road unceremoniously 
stops in a cluster of crat- 
ered slagheaps and souv- 
enir booths. 


From here, the way . up 
used to be by cable-car 
but in summer ’34 this 
was still unrepaired from 
the previous year’s erup- 
tion. So we bumped up by 
specially-reinforced mini- 
bus. past eerie, fragile 
lava towers and snowbanks 
covered with newly-fallen 
ash. 


We were lucky enough 
to visit during a .period of 
“ non-aggressive activity." 
The 11,000ft high main 
. crater does little but steam 
these. days and the action 


is confined to side craters. 
The guides will take you 
as ndar as Is safe, and as 
this means trudging across 
spiky lava, snow and mud. 
strong footwear is essen- 
tial. But standing feet 
away from a glistening, 
red. moving river of rock, 
quite silent apart from the 
tinkle of settling clinker, 
while one burns on one 
side and freezes on the 
other, must be one of the 
world's most eerie exper- 
iences. 

A more relaxing day trip 
would be to Cefalu on the 
north coast, a delightful 
little fishing town under 
a great rocky headland. 
Less touristy than many 
resorts, it has an almost 
medieval atmosphere in 
its square shadowed by 
the huge Romanesque 
cathedral, and the narrow 
street leading down to 
the harbour has some 
good fish restaurants. s 

. The pretty limestone 
hills of the Madooie, 
which form the hinter- 
land to Cefalu. make an 
interesting detour. 

We found our way to 
the local vineyards of 
Fontanarossa, above 
Cerda, whose wine is as 
good and robust as the 
freshly-made mozzarella 
cheese and mountain 
salami served with it, 
in an idyllic setting. 

A longer trip to the 
south-west is through 
beautiful scenery to 
Piazza Armerina, site 
of some of the world's 
most spectacular 


Roman .mosaics. Small 
wonder that a Homan 
emperor built a villa in 
such a peaceful, verdant 
valley and the mosaics 
deserve hours of inspec- 
tion. There are acres of 
them showing hunting 
scenes, the Roman empire 
abroad, myths and gods, 
and even girl gymnasts in 
bandeau *• bikinis " look- 
ing much like an aerobics 
class.

A lovely place to stay 
would.be Erice, at the far 
west end of Sicily, .oh. a 
mountain top that rises 
sheer above the heat and 


saltpans of Trapani yet is 
often cool and foggy. 
Here, amid tiny medieval 
streets and total tranquil- 
lity', the sm<dl Hotel Mod- 
erne (double room with 
breakfast about £25) offers 
some of the best cuisine 
in the area, with particu- 
larly luscious sweets. 


Piazza can be seen on 
the return from a longer 
trip: the best of Sicily’s 
classical remains are at 
the western end of the 
island and merit an over- 
night stay. The hilltop 
Greek theatre and temple 
of Segesta: Selinunte, 

overlooking the sea with 
its reconstructed temples 
and yet more temples on 
the plateau below modern

Rightly 
enough, the site is now 
the local bus station. 

Rose Macaulay's Aunt 
Dot and her camel must 
have lured many travel- 
lers to Trebizond. Prob- 
ably th-3 wag who wrote 
the now legendary graf- 
fiti was one, or he might 
have been with the team 
of British archaeologists 
working in the area. 

The buses from modern 





faking in spectacular 
fjord-show of iiorway's coast 


D RIFTING in eerie silence 
between great sheets of 
mountain bathed in midnight 
sun, we could have been on 
mother phnet. Cruise addicts 
would have it that sca-travcl 
can be out of this world, and 
they are right. 

Up in northern Norway 
amongst fjords so braathtak- 
ingly beautiful they almost stun 
the senses, the scenery even 
dwarfed the luxury .of our 
liner. This ship, which had 
looked so massive against the 
quayside, was toy-sixed com- 
pared to the soaring rock- 
faces in the fjords. 

The Royal Viking Sky takes 
T2 days to sail from Copen- 
hagen to Southampton, during 
which vistas cf Oslo, Trond- 
heim. Konningsvaag, Olden 
and Bergen slide by. punctu- 
ated by the neat, farmhouse 
hamlets strung out along the 
Nord and Geiranger fjords. 

First stop is under Oslo's 
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Akcrshus fortress, from where 
passengers can strike out. in- 
dependently or with a tour, for 
the Hovikodden Arts Centre 
and its Ficassos, Miros and 
other works. 

They can go farther afield 
if they wish, to Frogner Park, 
where Gustav Vigeland's sculp- 
tures. statues and vast, aston- 
ishing monolith of 121 inter- 
twined figures make an evoca- 
tive one-man show: and to the 
museum of Eovard Munch, 
whose paintings, etchings, 
lithographs, books, letters and 
documents reflect the life of 
this powerful Expressionist 
artist. 

Another organised choice

heights of the Holmenkollcn 
ski jump and on to a quintet of 
museums on the Bygdov Penin- 
sula, where Viking ships and 
ntlier nautical themes vie with 
reconstructed folk buildings 
depicting town and country life 
over the centuries. 

The great joy, of course, 
about going on to the next 
destination by ship is avoiding 
the formalities and frustrations 
of air travel. Passengers stroll 
on board into a seemingly end- 
less procession of games, lec- 
tures, fitness sessions, parties, 
cabarets, dances and so forth, 
punctuated by multi-course 
meals served in a variety of 
elegant dining areas. 

The Geiranger is the best 
possible introduction to Nor- 
way's spectacular fjord-show 
because of its mind-boggling 
heights. Laced with dazzling 
waterfalls and frosted lakes, it 
is particularly spell-binding on 
a summer's night with the sun 
still radiantly overhead: magi- 
cal to watch from the deck 
•n the early hours of the 
morning. 

At Geiranger itself, cruise 
passengers without vertigo 
problems are taken up via 
Djupvasshytta mountain 
lodge to the Dalsnibba Ob- 
servation Point at more than 
5,000ft. before sailing on 
to the mediaeval, ecclesias- 
tical and cultural attractions 
of Trondheim. 

By this rime, a combina- 
tion -of sequestered ship- 
board- luxury and armchair 
scenery was so lulling that 
only a few of us chose to go 
ashore. I found the Midairs 
uat^edral fascinating and 
the Modem Art Museum so 
inspiring that I spent hours 
. in the shops hunting for less 
valuable reproductions of its 
sculptures, paintings and 
furniture pieces. 


Royal Viking Line considers 
it his two of the world's finest 
ships. Though their biggest 
appeal is to Americans, the 
market from Britain is growing 
among people prepared to pay 
steeply for highly-cosseted 
sea-travel. 

The mixed -nationality crew 
of the Viking Sky. all chosen 
from the top of their profes- 
sion. mostly kept to their own 
deck when off-duty, but went 
ashore with the passengers in 
port. 

Those of us prepared to 
forgo a sunny afternoon on 
deck while berthed at Hon- 
ningsvaag drove up along rough 
roads to the North Cape 
Plateau, from where we sent 
postcards with special post- 
marks. allegedly much coveted 
by philatelists, and looked out 
over King Louis Philippe’s bust 
h» views of the open Arctic. 

In Olden, at the end of 
Nord Fjord's innermost arm, 
we by-passed pretty houses and 
farms in the Upper Valley for 
a snowy walk on the Briksdal 
Glacier. At Bergen, urban 
highlight of the voyage, I 
found the wharf so enticing 
with its old wooden Hanseatic 
houses, that the organised ex- 
cursion to Edvard Grieg's homo 
seemed superfluous. 

But another option would 
have been a visit to the 12th- 
century “ Fantoft " stave 
church, strikingly reminiscent 
of the finials on Thai temples 
in Bangkok. 

Next year. Viking Line will 
be charging from £1,495 tor 
a 12-day package which in- 
cludes flight to Copenhagen 
and an extra stop at Tromso. 
Major shipboard expenses are 
tips: £2 a day per head recom- 
mended for table waiters and 
tbe cabin stewardess. Drinks 
average £1-80 each. 


Trabzon run along 
Turkey’s Black Sea coast 
where Amazons ruled, 
from where the Romans 
carried the first cherry 
trees to Europe and the 
Pontic honey that drove 
ancient armies mad is still 
being gathered. 

Hazelnuts are a more 
important export from 
Trebizond these days and 
one of tbe best customers 
is Cadbury. 

Little is left to see of 
the glittering splendour of 
the last outpost of the 
Byzantine empire, or the 
earlier city re-built by 
Hadrian over the even 
earlier colony of 
Trapezeous where Xeno- 
phon’s Ten Thousand 
reached the sea. The foun- 
dations of Hadrian’s wall 
still, outline the ancient 
city, but all that is left of 
the palace of the Byzantine 
emperors with its white 
marble floors, frescoed 
halls and 


gilded domes 
is an angle 
of crumbling 
stone walls 
and rubble 
a b a □ doned 

by local builders who used 
the place as a free stone 
quarry for generations. 

Some disappointment 
then for the photographers 
among us. who went off 
to the mountains to see 
the more spectacular cave 
monasteries. But the plus 
was in having as our guide 
one of the lecturers on our 
Swan Hellenic cruise. Pro- 
fessor Anthony Bryer, the 
Byzantinist scholar who 
has done field research in 
Trebizond. 

Mothers brought their 
babies to their doors to 
look at us as we went 
through cobbled streets. 
British cruise ships only 
occasionally call into 
Trebizond. 

Outside the town and 
beside the sea is the Hagia' 
Sophia basilica whose 
13th - century paintings 
have been restored by an 
English expedition work- 
ing with artists from 
Istanbul. The church is 
now a museum, its- grave- 
yard a garden filled with 
roses, calla lilies and 
dark red geraniums. 

A few days earlier we 
had sailed through the 
Dardanelles and the 
Bosphorous. and continued 
along tbe northern shore 
of the Black Sea. 

We called in at Nessebur 
in Bulgaria, once ancient 
Messembria. a Greek col- 
ony built over the site 
of a Thracian settlement. 
Its Byzantine churches and 
more recent wooden 
houses fronting on to cob- 
bled squares and streets 
have caused it to be turned 
into a carefully-preserved 
museum town, but unlike 
some others, it is lived in. 

At Adamklissi in 
Rumania, we were 
dwarfed by the vast 
Roman war memorial 
built by Trajan to com- 
memorate the men who 
died in the campaigns 
which subdued the 
Dacians and created a new 
Romaa province. 

Back at the local mus- 
eum which now houses the 
statues and sculpted pan- 
els which decorated the 
frieze around the huge 
stone drum, a gypsy 
woman and her children 
were shooed away from 
our coach by a local 
guide. “They've no need 
to beg. They have work,” 
he said. 

Our ship, the Orpheus, 
followed us along the 
coast and back on board 
we sailed past Balaclava 
on our way to Yalta and 
Sochi. 

At sea. we were back 
in our art class, for this 
cruise had artists Ernest 
and Eileen Greenwood on 
board, who ran the 
Orpheus Art Group and 
were kind even to those 
of us whose groups of 
trees they mistook for 
clumps of grass. And we 
listened to talks given by 
the distinguished academ- 
ics who . were travelling 
with us as guest lecturers. 

One of them was the 
very new Bishop of Dur- 
ham. the Rt Rev. David 
Jenkins, who was making 
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his first visit to Russia. 
“ The history of Russia 
indicates that it isn’t mere- 
ly Marxism that produces 
the Russian sense of 
centralisation ” he told us. 
“ It goes back to the 
identity of the Khans and 
then tbe Czars. The Khans 
embodied the state and 
commanded complete de- 
pendence on the state, 
autocracy, total subserv- 
ience to tbe state, which 
we sometimes attribute 
solely to Marxism. 

“ In 15th-century Mus- 
covy terror was used as an 
instrument of state power. 

“ The way in which Rus- 
sia is run seems to be 
thoroughly Russian: name- 
ly, centralisation, collec- 
tivism and terror when 
needs be. Getting some 
understanding of the way 
Russia is run may be im- 
portant to the survival of 
all of us.” 

There is dancing after 
dinner but 
no disco, 
bingo, cab*- 
ret. fruit 
machines, or 
fancy dress 
parties, 
sunbathing on 
deck, a pool, a choice of 
buffet meals or formal 
ones in the dining salon, 
shore excursions almost 
every day to great cities 
like Istanbul. Cairo and 
Athens and the most 
famous archaeological 
sites in the Medi- 
terranean and Black Sea. 
Next year, for the first 
time, tbe ship goes 
through the Suez Canal 
for Luxor, Kamak and the 
Valley of the Kings and 
calls into Jordan’s Red 
Sea port of Aqaba for an 
excursion to the rose red 
city of Petra. 

The Black Sea will be 
cruised again, in June and 
August. 

Tbe first cruise of the 
year leaves on March 2; 
and the ship cruises with- 
out a break until the 
Christmas cruise in tbe 
eastern Mediterranean, 
finishing in Orpheus’s 
home port of Piraeus on 
Jan. 2. Prices range from 
£777 a person for 13 
nights including air fares 
to and from the ship, most 
shore excursions, all tips, 
travel insurance and a 
first class return ticket to 
Gatwick from your nearest 
British Rail station.

ii/ITri the help of the 
?V Winston Churchill 
Memorial Trust, 
Bruce Simpson hud I set 
out last summer to ex- 
lore the possibilities of 
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travel in China. 

Eves in a relatively 
short tune, there now 
exists a well-beaten track 
for tour groups and inde- 
pendent travellers alike. 
Using mountain bikes, we 
hoped to get well away 
from this path and to 
meet ordinary people 
rather than official guides. 

We flew first to Peking, 
where we got our travel 
permits ana spent some 
time building up a stock 
of the remimbi currency. 
(Foreigners are given 
“foreign exchange certi- 
ficates ” which, in remote 
■areas, have never been 
seen before, so we needed 
local currency, too. This 
was easily obtained by 
buying in local stores and 
getting change in 
remimox.) 

We then headed north- 
west to Datong, close to 
the border of Inner Mon- 
golia and 60 miles south 
of the Great Wall. We 
spent a week cycling be- 
yond the wall into the vast 
rolling plains of Inner 
Mongolia before beading 
south-west to Sichuan. 

Here the Himalayas 
come dawn to earth and 
from Chengdu we set 
out to see if we could 
cycle up into them. 

In the north the roads 
had proved adequate, but 
cycling into the foothills, 
the surfaces deteriorated 
rapidly. Our speed 
dropped, the gradients be- 
came steeper 
and heavy 
rain would 
cause land- 
slides that 
oblite rated 
the track, or river-floods 
which would wash it away. 

The first landslide we 
came to had been there 
for two months, isolating 
the whole area we wanted 
to get into. There ap- 
peared to be only one 
way round it: to cross the

The St chi a Hearth Inn. Built 
in >810, it had a creaking 
stoop, rooms smelling of bees- 
wax, and was furnished in a 
comfortable, colonial style. 

This had been our third day 
on tbe wad and our group was 
beginning to develop a sense 
of camaraderie. After drinks 
at the Inn, we took the truck 
and dined in town (an average 
of 10 dotiare bought an excel- 
lent evening meal). After 
dinner we returned to Hie Inn, 
where a pianola in the bar 
soon had an Anglo -American 

party in full swing. 

The route to Woodstock 
followed the course of the 
River Ottaquechee, along a 
cycle path through woods be- 
ginning to .show the dramatic 
foliage colours for which the 
area is famous. 


After two days' rest we 
headed into the White Moun- 
tains, whrob we crossed via 
the Kancamagus Pass at 
3.000ft, followed by a 22-mile 
descent to Conway and our 
favourite inn. 

OveHooking Crystal Lake, 
the Palmer House is where 
Frank and Mary Gospodarek 
have settled after 27 years in 
the diplomatic service. The 
food was superb: freshly- 

caught fish, home-grown vege- 
table. home-cured hams. 

Easier roads through New 
Hampshire brought us To the

Again by bus, we moved on 
to Falmouth in Cape Cod. 
where we rejoined Margot and

The whole vil- 
lage would gather to send 
us off. always with pan- 
niers full of apples, pears 
and nuts. The hospitality, 
we received was bound- 
less. 

The third stage of the 
trip, from the Himalayas 
to Canton, required care- 
ful planning. All the 
plains are cultivated and 
camping is forbidden, so 
we had to be sure we 
could cycle in a day be- 
tween towns open to tour-' 
ists as we had to stay in 

the specially-designated 
tourists hotels. 

Even so, the most ex- 
pensive outlay we had 
were the airfares: about 
£2.000 for two. In China 
itself we spent, on aver- 
age, £4 a day each on 
accommodation and food. 1 

Travelling by bike . in] 
China is not easy: bad 
roads and .weather are 1 
just the start. It requires 
careful planning. 

Currently, there are no '

A NCIENT olive

You can have a memor- 
able holiday here if. like 
me. you enjoy combining 
conventional pursuits with 
the exploration of things 
antique.

,^ng on its 
Arched brick back the 
main town square. 

The site was but seven 
kilometres from the main 
road, yet seemed another 
world. 

We tipped the guard a 
couple of pounds and he 
directed us to a local cafe, 
where we ate Iamb roasted

You will probably take

The 
sites are well marked with 
distinctive yellow road 
signs. Bodrum r doesn't 
need such signs: it is a 
popular little place rather 


like a Turkish St Tropez. 
but here you will find 
ancient Halicarnassus. 

There isn't much left of 
the famous mausoleum 
erected by a grieving wife 
of King Mausolus. and 
the Turks will remind you 
that large chunks of it are 
in the British Museum. 

Of much more fascina- 
tion was Knidos. for which 
you will need to take a 
boat from Eodrum’s har- 
bour. for the roads to this 
tiny place are poor. Knidos 
was the place where the 
famous statue of Aphro- 
dite by Praxiteles stood in 


a blue marble temple on. 
the hill — you can still 
see the floor of this cir- 
cular building in a jumble 
of ancient rooms. 


Allabanda. not far from 


Cine, on the highway, is a 
neglected place, part ex- 
plored, but mostly under 
the straggling homes of a 
poor Turkish village. 
Learn a few words of 
Turkish greeting and bow 
your heads to the villagers, 
who respond at once with 
like gravity. The theatre 
is a great scoop of earth, 
the market or agora mere 
granite stumps in a field, 
the odeon a pile of giant 
stones across a field. 

Miletos is easy to get to 
and is still being excavat- 


ed. Here there, is another 
massive, theatre, complete 
with auditorium tunnels, 
so you can sense, what it 
was like to attend a spec 
tacle there. 


Walking in Miletos is 
across rough terrain with 
rocks: it was easier in 
Aphrodisias, which is on a 
plain near the village of 
Ceyre. Don't miss its 
museum, it has some 
splendid sculpture. The 
Turks are excavating here.

From Tremp you can carry 
on to Balaguev and then back 
up the valhjy of the Segre to 
Seo de Urgell, passing through 
the Organa gorge, with cliffs 
almost 2,OOOTt high. 

At Seo de UrgeH. a pleasant 
town with a fine 12th-century 
cathedral, you can take the 
mad into Andorra- This Rttw 
state, ruled jointly by France 
and Spain, was once a 


romantic and almost Inacces- 
sible mountain fastness. It is 
now a paradise only far bargain 
hunten and fax refugees. The 
one main road runs the gauntlet 
of every kind of duty-free shop. 

In August if can take 
hours to cover a few miles 
and. If you are on your way 
to France, you arrive at the 
bottom of the highest road 
pass in the Pyrenees, the Puerto 
de Envalira (7,905ft), with the 
car engine already boiling. 

The alternative from Seo de 
Urgell is to take the road to 
Putgcerda and the green val- 
leys and rolling hills of the 
Cerdaua. and on to Ribas de 
Fraser and along the riverside 
to Ripoll. The scenery on this 
route is gentler with beautiful 
spots for quiet picnics. 

From Ripoll you can take 
the road to Vicb and its para- 
dor, or carry on to Olot and 
Figueras to join the autoroate. 
or spend a night in the Hotel 
Duran. with its excellent 
restaurant, in Figueras. 

A tour in this region should 
be taken in a leisurely manner, 
going wherever fancy takes you. 
making your own choices and 
. discoveries. It would be a pity 
to make the trip without stay- 
ing in at least one parador, 
though their accommodation 
prices have doubled in the past 
few years. (A double room, 
half-board, averages £37 in 
May/june). 

It is best to go in early 
summer, from mid-May to 
mid-July, when the sun is still 
high and day lingers on, and 
the roads are almost empty.

The trains, kept deliber- 
ately in a shabby condition, 
are named after the wartime 
ships whose innocent appear- 
ance belied their true pur- 
pose. which was to hit back 
hard at aggressors.

Operating mainly during 
school holidays, the Glasgow 
train has been successful in 
apprehending 500 people a year. 

“They are very', surprised 
when we catch them in the act," 
said Mr Archie Monhan, 59. a 
B R chief traction inspector who 
has worked with the train since 
its inception. 

Unexpected catches 

As well as day-to-day tres- 
passers, the trains often bag 
unexpected catches, including a 
gang of seven thieves who wore 
orange danger vests to pose as 
workmen while stealing lineside 
cable. 

On other occasions, police de- 
tained a teenaged motor-cyclist 
practising trials riding at 50 
m p h along the permanent way, 
and two prostitutes entertaining 
a client on a quiet stretch of 
track.

SATURDAY COMMENT

/JTHE YEAR 1984 was a good one 
in the Western world if the 
.'definition simply means there were 
more winners than losers. All the 
Western' economies grew faster 
than was expected, a year ago. 

The United States grew by 6 p.c 
against a typical' forecast of 3-5 
P-c.; Japan grew almost twice as 
fast as the 5 p.c. forecast and 
Western Europe grew by 2-2-5 p.c 
against a forecast of 1-75 p.c. The 
average, rate of inflation continued 
to slow slightly to about 5 p.c. a 
year instead of picking up slightly 
as was widely expected. 

The achievement came without 
any. special stimulus from interest 
rates. American prime rates went 
up from 11 p.c a year ago to a 
peak of 13 p.c. between June and 
September before ■ coming back 
down again to ID 3 * p.c United 
Kingdom base rsJes followed a 
similar- pattern, up from -9 p.c. a 
year ago to a peak of 12*2 p.c. in 
the 'summer' and back to yester- 
day. 's 9V9 5 4 p.c. 

Savings ratios which financed 
tbe increased spending in. the early 
part of the recovery continued to 
come down last year, but nothing 
like enough to finance tbe faster 
economic growth. Public sector 
spending also took a back seat in 
favour of increased private sector 
capital investment in most of the 
industrial economies and capital 
investment was financed largely by 
a recovery in trading profits. 

The widespread recovery in 
business profits was partly the 
result of moderate wage settle- 
ments in' the new climate of realism 
created by continuing high unem- 
ployment But it also seems as if 
the rapid introduction of new tech- 
nology has made new investment 
extra profitable. 

Faster growth throughout the 
industrial economies last year also 
caine from the unexpected weak- 
ness of raw material prices. They 
fell back again by about 10 p.c. 
after, recovering from their low 
point in 1985. Although official oil

prices have shown little change, 
spot prices have fallen and the fear 
of a third oil crisis had faded 
beyond the forseeable future. 

There is no straightforward 
lesson to be learned from all this. 
The fastest growth rates have been 
in the United States, which has 
allowed its public sector overspend- 
ing to grow at a time when the 
other' leading industrial economies 
have been trying to reduce their 
deficits. The resulting reflation of 
the American economy has been a 
major factor in helping other 
countries grow 7 through increased 
exports to the United States. 

Budget deficit 

In spite of such apparently 
dangerous behaviour the United 
States has been able to finance 
both its internal budget deficit and 
its growing balance of payments 
deficit by attracting inflows of 
capital, and the influx has been 
strong enough to force the dollar 
sharply higher on the foreign 
exchanges. 

It edged still higher again yester- 
day to another 11-year peak and 
now stands 44-6 p.c. above its 1975 
value after slipping below 90 p.c. 
in 1979. 

The strength of the dollar is in 
fact the wonder of the age. For 
the past two years the overwhelm- 
ing majority of forecasters have, 
been predicting an imminent and 
sharpy decline in the relative value 


of the dollar. It has defied all the 
predictions, and even the recent 
fall in American interest rates has 
not affected it. 

"For the time being the dollar 
reflects the abundance of confidence 
in the United States- economy and 
its prospects, which is in marked 
contrast to tbe excessive gloom 
projected by President Carter's 
policies. 

Sterling low 

The dollar's strength is reflected 
in the weakness of sterling, which 
touched another all-time low- 
yesterday morning before staging 
a modest rally based . on better 
news from the oil exporters' 
meeting in Geneva. 

Even that was not enough to stop 
it recording an all-time low for the 
close of business at $1-1625 in 
London last night, and the trade- 
weighted average value at 75-2 
p.c. is only 0-5 above the trading 
low earlier this month.

Save ft Prosper ’s capital

Britannia’s Far East fund 
Ss biased not to the successful 
Japan, but to Malaysia and 
Singapore: Target also started 
with its Malaysian fund but 
chose to switch at a loss to 
its better performing Pacific 
trust early in the year.

The best performing single 
trust — - beating even the gains 
of more than 20 p.c in the 
two Japanese Smaller Com- 
panies funds, was M & G's 
Midland & General with a gain 
of more than 50 n.c Even with 
M & G’s Gold fund tumbling 
by 20 p.c_ the United Kingdom 
biased Midland ft General left 
it in overall fourth position. 

Gold trusts had been the 
worst performers of 1983, but 
their further fall this year gave 
no credence to the school 
which advocates picking last 
year's losers as this year's 
winners. Equally though, last 
year’s winners were not this 
year’s. 

G Ts European fund was the 
best performing trust in 1983, 
but tike Schroder’s European 
fund, showed only a modest 
gain in 1984. And G Ts poor 
performing Technology ft 
Growth fund means it joins 
Target at the bottom and means 
they won't be back in 1985’s 
competition. 

That, unfortunately is the 
nature of the competition, but 
we would eigphasse that this 
is only a competition. Unit trust ! 
managers would not normally 
be forced to select investments : 
for an exact 12 month period, 

! and there can be a temptation 


to gamble on a possible high- 
flyer just to be among the 
winners. There has to be an 
element of luck for the winners 
too— though they might not 
admit it too loudly. 

ft is worth pointing out that 
this year’s winner. Save ft 
Prosper, was second from bot- 
tom last year, and that this 
year’s worst performer.

More 
consistently, both T S B and 
Schroder have been in the top 
three tills year and last. 

So that’s bow they got on 
this year.

A VERY ORDINARY ACCOUNT 


THESE is £1,741 mUBon lying 
In National Savings Ordinary 
Accounts, but Ike rate ef inter- 
est paid is a paltry S p.c. or 
6 p x. Next Monday and Tuesday 
make a wealth of difference 
which of those two rate savers 
receive, however. 

Tbe rate normally paid by the 
Government on these Ordinary 
Accounts is 3 p.c, but for any- 
one whose balance exceeds 
£500 for the whole of a period 
from December 31 to the Janu- 
ary 1 just over a year later, 
the rate is doubled. 

So any sizeable balance that 
has been in such an account 
since December 31, 1983, will 
earn the 6 px. if it is left there 
unto after Tuesday — though 
if it were left there until 
December 31, 1985. it would 
only earn the 3 p.c. The money 
must stay in the account for a 
year and a day — and not just 
any year and a day, bnt a 
calendar year. 

So any account with a balance 
that stays over £500 from 
Monday — New Year’s Eve — 
right through until January 1, 
1986, wiD earn the 6 px. 

The lesson therefore must be: 


A If yon want to get the 6 p.c. 
for 1985. open an account or 
get the balance over £500 by 
Monday. 

• If yon have bad over £500 
ail year since last New Year's 
Eve. keep it there another few 
days. 

• If you have an Ordinary 
Account balance but arc sure it 
will faD below £500 daring 1985. 
close the account at the start of 
the year and invest the funds 
at a better rate than 3 px. 

Bnt even al 6 px. it Is ques- 
tionable whether savers are 
best served with such an 
account. The inflexibility of 
having to maintain a balance 
not only for 12 months, bnt for 
the 12 months dictated by the 
Government, reduces the 
attraction of the account. 

Some savers do use the 
account as they might a build- 
ing society: making small 

deposits or withdrawals when- 
ever necessary. Given that cash 
withdrawals can be made from 
post offices, there is a con- 
venience therefore. 

Bnt though £100 can be with- 
drawn on demand, the passbook 
will be retained for any with- 


drawal of over £50, and that 
reduces the convenience. 
(Customers with accounts for 
over six months may be allowed 
to withdraw £250 a day from 
the post office where thrir 
account Is held and keep the 
book, If they apply.) 

The account is less flexible 
than most bnilding society 
equivalents, therefore. 

And the National Savings 
Ordinary Acconnt pays interest 
only for complete calendar 
months. Cash deposited on 
December 3 and withdrawn on 
January 30 would earn nothing 
over those 58 days therefore, 
because there was no complete 
month. 

So what advantages, if any, 
does the Ordinary Account 
have? The principal benefit is 
that the first £70 of interest Is 
tax-free, so £1,167 deposited for 
the full year would generate 
that £70 at 6 p.c., and a stand- 
ard rate taxpayer would have 
had to reeehre 8-57 px. gross 
elsewhere to achieve that. 

But he can get 8-57 p.c. net 
on far larger snms from a 
bnilding society with none of 
the qualifications. 


The rate would be worth 15 
p.c. gross to a top rale tax 
payer, however, so becomes 
worthwhile, and both husband 
and wife can receive the £70 
tax-free. 

But any farther interest i*- 
taxed at normal income tax 
rates. So a £2.000 deposit for a 
whole calendar year would 
leave a standard rate payer 
with £105 interest, equal to a 
net 5U px. or equivalent to 7‘* 
p.c. gross. A top-rate taxpayer 
wonld be left with £90, worth 
4 1 ; p.c. net or equivalent to 11U 
px. gross, which is not im- 
possible to achieve less 
onerously from elsewhere. 

And as the balance rises, the 
value of the interest falls. For 
£3,000 the standard rate tax- 
payer receives a net 4*9 p.c.. 
worth 7 p.c. gross, and the top- 
rate tax paver receives 3*8 p.c. 
net. worth 9*5 p.e. gross. That 
is nothing special. 

So while now is the time to 
consider the Ordinary Acconu;. 
perhaps that consideration 
should cause yon to reject it.

AS we leave 1384 with the 
United Kingdom stock market 
at a record high level, and with 
the initial euphoria that sur- 
rounded ' British Telecom dying 
away, the early part of - 1985 
may have something of a hang- 
over quality to it. 

I am not pessimistic for the 
UK market, and think .that 
fundamentals will support cur- 
rent levels even if we get off 
to a bumpy start. The outlook 
for gilt edged looks quite cheer- 
ful, and base rates should fall 
by at least a further 1 p.c. 

We are rather less enthusias- 
tic about the United States 
where the budget deficit re- 
mains a major problem and 
economic growth has slowed 
considerably. In 1985 I feel 
inclined to leave the U.S.. out 
of our list of recommendations, 
as I would Japan despite its 
importance in world market 
terms. 

Hongkong has been very 
much in the news, and the mar-

ket seems to have recovered 
its poise. Share prices are 
likely to remain volatile 
■ The private investor should 
look at those unit trusts in- 
vested in the U.K. market with 
an above average yield and 
with some fixed interest , ex- 

S sure ■ such as oar own 
come Growth Trust. A Hong- 
kong unit trust, such as G art- 
more, -could also be included, 
but perhaps with rather less 
money to reflect the higher 
risk.. A . resource accented 
unit trust could also be 
included. I favour RothsriiUd's 
with its very successful record 

for commodity management. 

Finally, I think Europe’s 
stock markets should not he 
overlooked as values on many 
of the bourses, particularly 
Scandinavia and Switzerland, 
look cheap by world standards, 
whilst currency adjustments 
could enhance the return to 
the United Kingdom investor. 
Save & Prosper and GT both 
run successful, broadly based, 
European unit trusts.

THE biggest question of 193a 
still concerns the future of the 
United States economy. The 
apparently insoluble budget 
problem is likely to remain a 
negative influence, producing

• United Kingdom equities are 
at an absolute high and could 
be a little vulnerable in the 
short run, but basic values 
remain sound. Our bias remains 
towards quality growth stocks, 
particularly those linked to 
the consumer. 

We would commit abont half 
of portfolios to good quality 
United Kingdom equities. 

Japan’s market seems less 
worried about United States 
developments than perhaps 
should be the case.. The 
economic numbers r emain im- 
pressive but they are expected 
to turn down in the second 
half of 1985, while the level of 
the market already reflects a 
continuation of strong growth. 
Japan remains the world s 
most efficient major economy 
and the currency still promises 
profits against sterling, but we 
would reduce portfolio weight- 
ing to no more than 10 p.c.- 

Europe’s economies have 
recovered more slowly from 
the recession but look set to 
achieve very acceptable growth 
in 1985. We would commit up 
to 20 p-c. of portfolios to 
Europe, through a successful 
unit trust. 

Despite oar hesitant com- 
ments abont the United States, 
th- market is not expensively 
rated and we would commit 
about 10 p.c. of portfolios there. 
The balance of about 10 P-C-

HAVING sunivcd Christmas, 
the turkey.. and the relatives, it 
is time to get down to the 
serious business — how to make 
The same amount of money 
stretch a lot further in J9S5 
than it did in 2984. 

This is not a gef-rich-quick 
guide as the chances are that 
*9you will never fashion a for- 
'tune tF you have to read about 
how to do it first. Rather it is 
a checklist for those savers or 
investors who resent paying any 
more than is absolutely neces- 
sary and who get particular 
enjoyment from being able to 
beat the system, legally of 
course. 

All it requires is a little bit 
of financial reorganisation. And 
what better time to do it? Too 
much eating, too much merry- 
making, and the nagging con- 
science is already beginning to 
Cash red warning tights. For- 
tunately. everybody knows 
jfcoggiog is dangerous, but run- 
ning a quick Gnandal health 
checklist could be just the 
answer. 

Think about it: tbe exercise 
should be highly profitable, 
does not require anything like 
the same amount of physical 
effort and, even better, you 
have a number of ready-made 
New Year's resolutions. 

You will not make enough 
to keep you in champagne for 
the next 12 months, but even 
if you follow some oF the tips 
given below you should be able 
to afford at least a bottle or 
two and. enjoy the drinking 
even more with the knowledge 
that the champagne has cost 
you nothing. 

1 — Top of your New Year’s 
bargain shopping list could 
j-a new bank manager, parti- 
- JfarJy if you bank at Barclavs, 
Nat west or Lloyds. Oclv last 
month, the Midland did do the 
decent thing and abolished all 
charges for those who keep in 
credit.

RESOLUTIONS

some New Year resolu- 
tions which could prove 
profitable- 


may wet! have been, but a 
philanthropic gesture h was 
certainly not; the Midland 
wants new customers. Of 
course, yon may be a customer 
of the Yoikshire Bank, Williams 
& Giro's, or the Co-op and so 
already enjoy free banking^ 
But if you are one of the 50 
p.c. of clearing bank customers 
who currently pay charges, 
this conld be a most propitious 
switch, assuming that you can 
actually keep in credit. 

The deciding factor is bow 
much you value your present 
bank manager. Ask yourself 
how much you think be is 
worth the next time you. have 
to pay bank charges. 

2 — Talking of bank accounts, 
make sure you keep your 
T S B account open, whatever 
you do. We already know that 
customers who had. an account 
on December 17 will receive 
preferential treatment when 
the shares are offered to the 
public 

Even if you do not have an 
account there yourself, some- 
one in the family may still 
have an account languishing 
somewhere with a princely 
sum of at least five shiHmgs to 
tbe good. It will take some 
tracking down, but the effort 
could make you some money. 
Don’t wait until the prospectus 
has been issued — it wilt be too 
late then. 


3 — If you have a mortgage, 
you win have been pleased 


to sec that the: mortgage . rate 
has fallen by about one per- 
centage point or so. It is at 
times like this that many re- 
payment mortgage . borrowers 
try to maintSiir'tneir payments 
at the higher level so as to 
reduce the term. Laudable as 
this might be, it' is wrong. 

You should be reducing the 
standing order payment and 
investing the balance on. a 
monthly basis into a. subscrip- 
tion account. Then just before 
the building society’s account- 
ing year -end, withdraw all the 
mQriey from the subscription 
account, together with the 
accumulated interest, ' and 
make a once-off payment 
against your mortgage. 

It is a bit more fiddly, but 
more effective as a means of 
reducing the mortgage term. 

4 — While on the subject of 
mortgages. no.w is the time 

to take advantage . oF the 
societies’ embarrassment at 
being flush with. funds but with 
not a borrower in sight. Differ- 
ential mortgage rates are being 
swiftly .eroded once again, and 
vou should be able to get loans 
for purposes other than bouse 
purchase and improvement 
(although not necessarily the 
mortgage interest relief as well}. 

So if you were caught out by 
the' huge differentials a fen- 
months ago when money was 
tight, now is the time to con- 
sider a remortgage with another 
society or one of the banks. 
Likewise, if you want a loan 
for a car or the school fees, 
make the budding society man- 
ager your first port of call The 
rate is a lot cheaper than can 
be obtained elsewhere and you 
can have a much longer term' 
which reduces the monthly re- 
payments significantly, 

5 — Have you noticed how 
societies keep launching new 

accounts? So all the money yon 
invested a Few months ago in 
tbe best account at tbe time is 


no longer receiving the highest 
rate of interest? Sirper-savers 
don’t fall for that one — you 
need to watch the rates like a 
hawk and don't commit your 
money for too long a period. 
5 — For tbe self -employed or 
those with any non pension- 
able earnings, a good buy — 
courtesy of the taxman — could 
be the personal computer you 
have always promised yourself. 

As a "plant and machinery" 
item, it will qualify for 75 p.c. 
capita] allowances, but only if 
you buy -it before April 1. After 
that the rate of .allowance re- 
duces to 50 p.c. 

7 — Whatever the Chancellor 
decides to do about the tax 
reliefs on pensions, the one cer 


tainty is that they are not going 
to be extended In spite of all 


the ‘hype,’ a pension contribu- 
tion before the Budget will be a 
good buy. 

8 — -The January sales have star- 
ted early this year aod the 


bargain hunters are already out 
in force. But how do you know 


whether you are getting tbe 
best price at any other time of 
tbe year? What you do is you 
ring Comp-U-carri (0735 681911. 
which is basically a computer- 
ised shopping service by tele- 
phone. I’ve tried it and friends 
have tried it, and it seems to 
work. 

The service costs £20 a vear. 
but you could more than make 
that' up in the discounts re- 
ceived during the year, and 
there is currently a special 
three month free introductory 
period. 

9 — In the unit trust sector, the 
Target Professional Fund 

must represent a bargain buy 
for those who can. .invest _ a 
minimum of £1.500. Tbe initial 
charge is a modest 2 l « pc but 
the Target group as a whole 
offers 4 pc switching discount. 
Schh . . . don't tell anyone else.

■nd the bank's confirmation that 
composite rate income tax will be 
charged from January effectively, 
not from the start of the new 
tax year in April. 

All British -based banks have to 
deduct tax on interest from April, 
instead of paying it grass, but 
they will do so at a special re- 
duced rate of 25 V p.c.
